THE VEIERS.N3 OF THE WAR OF 1812-uOL. 
A. H. KENNICK. 

Col. Rennick is one of the oldest natives 
ol Kentucky) but nevertheless a hale, hear 
ty and comparatively stout man, with tine 
faculties of recollection, ami competent to do 
business with us much accuracy and des- 
patch as manv men of considerably younger 
years, fie walks with a cane, ami is prob 
ahly acquainted with every man in iliecoun- 
tv from the head-water* of Glen's CreeK to 
the mouth of Fiat Cr^ek. In stature, he is 
six reel two inches high in his stockings, and 
weighs exactly 811 1 pounds, 

Col. Rennick's ancestors came from Penn- 
sylvania, his father and mother having heen 
unlives oi that .Slate, and horn in the vicin- 
ity of Chainbersburg. His "father "as .John 
Kennick, ami his mothers maiden name, 

Wary Huston. They emigrated to Kentucky 
somewhere alioul the year IT'JO, and settled 
in the vicinity of Lexington. Having no 
liihles in common use then, the date ot their 
birth was :iot recorded. Lexington was but 
a small congregation of Cabins al this early 
perio I, the surrounding wilderness being in 
tested by hostile Indiana After remaining 
at Lexington some lime, John Kennick re 
moved 10 Mercer county and settled on the 
waters of Lyon's Run, about five miles wesi 
of Salvias, Subsequently, in the Spring of 
'94 he removed to Frankfort. During his 
inhabitancy here, then a small siaiion, the 
Indians were plentiful in the neighborhood, 
manifesting a lioi-lile attitude and proving 
troublesome lo hunters ami traveling parties. 
They frequently amused themselves in call- 
ing to the settlers From the hills in the \ icin- 
ity, now recognized as Blatilous, Cemetery 
ai d t lie Devil's Back Bone. Of a morning 
their moccasin tracks, made during the night, 
could be seen imprinted on the soil earth. 
About the period ot Wayne's expedition 
these Indians appeared particularly indus 
trious in making their presence known, ap- 
pearing frequently before the posts, rapidly 
passing from one to the other, even during 
the same day, and by creating the impres- 
sion lhat they were particularly numerous, 
seeking to prevent re enlorcements going to 
Waj lie's assistance. 

Col. A. H. Kennick was born on the 2-">th 
of August 1791, and consequently was but a 
few years o.d when he first came to Frank- 
fort. There were few schools in (he neigh 
borbood, and they imparted si triply the rud 
i merits of education, involved in reading, 
writing and arithmetic. To one of these 
he was sent as he grew old enough, but his 
repeated thumbing of his primers either de- 
molished '.hem, or else they were lost in his 
youthful migrations, so that fiattlly, as a 
last resort, his a-b-c's were pastel securely 
on a board. To this permanent alphabet 
be gave his diligent attention while at school- 
Tbe school-house was, of course, constructed 
of logs, notched and joined at the ends. It 
bad the usual capacious fire place, the open 
windows without glass, and rough benches 
made from split slabs, supported by legs 
thrust through anger holes. 

Peace was declared with the Indians in 
'94, resulting from their disastrous defeat at 
the ban le ol the Fallen Timbers, in Ohio, 
by (Jen. Anthony Wayne. So that the avo- 
cations of frontier life were quietly punned 
by the settlers in conscious security. 

There was at this lime, about a dozen 
cabins in the bottom where Frankfort now 
stands. Outside of the small clearing, the 
country was densely wooded, traversed only 
by by-paths and rough wagon roads, out ol 
which the roois had hardly been grubbed. 
The Kentucky river was navigated by flat, 
boats which carried loads ol flour Irom the 
upper counties to Xew Orleans and Natchez, 
on the Mississippi. The supplies lor the 
settlement in (he shape of flour and meal 
were obtained Irom Cox's Mill, on Elkhorn 
creek, now known as Steadmau's Mill. The 
sugar used was procured from boiling the 
sugar-tree syrup in the lalter winter months. 
Other supplies were brought down the Ohio 
to Maysville, and other points, and trans 
— ported across the country in wagons and on 
packhorses. Game was plentiful in the vi- 
cinity, consisting of deer, wild turkeys, wild 
cats, and smaller varieties. The bull'alo had 
been driven further west, and bears and 
panthers were not very numerous, though 
the latter were occasionally killed. 

While Col. Kennick was a mere youth 
Aaron Burr was making his headquarters in 
this city at Love's Tavern, recently torn 
down, and busied himself with conferences 
with persons from abroad, and in consirucl 
ing boats on the Kentucky abou( a mile be- 
low Frankfort, near what is now Lock No 
4. These boats were intended for his expe- 
dition to take possession of the country now- 
known as Texas and New Mexico. Col. K. 
remembers Burr's personal appearance a» a 
man of low stature, medium size, sprightly 
and allahle in manners, and neat in dress. 

In the tall of 18(J l J, when eighteen years 
old, Colonel Kennick went into Major Lee's 
office in Franklort as deputy clerk of the 
General Court, whose jurisdiction pertained 
to land and money lie remained in this 
position until August 1812. On the 14th ol 
August, war having broken out with the 
British and Indians on the northern frontier 
and calls lor troops from Kentucky beinj 
made, he volunteered in Captain Pascha 
Hickman's company, 1st Regiment of Ken 
tucky Rifles, commanded bj Colonel .John 
Allen, of Shelby. Martin D. Hardin and 
Geo. Madison were majors in the same regi 
incut. Capt llickmau'b company assem- 



bled at Franklort, and on August 5th, 
marched to Georgetown, where the regiment 
rendezvoused. Here they were joined by 
Col. Jos Lewis' and Col John M. Scott's 
Kentucky regiments, and by Colonel Well's 
regiment of United Slates Regulars. Col. 
Wells was from Jefferson. On the l'Jth, 
the entire command marched from George- 
town, reaching Newport a few days later, 
where the militia received their arms. The 
expedition, with Col. Wells in command, 
next directed its steps towards Dayton, Ohio, 
and had left ihnt settlement but a few miles 
in the rear when intelligence was brought 
by courier of the siege ol Pickaway by the 
Indians, and the imminent danger ol its 
capture. A forced march to its relief was 
accordingly made, when, to the purprise of 
the troops, on arriving there about 400 In- 
dians, men, women and children, were des- 
cried, in no hostile altitude, but evidently on 
the friendliest terms imaginable and appar- 
ently glad to see the troops. 

An interesting event occurred on the 
march, near Pickaway, which deserves 
mention. It seems that during Wayne's 
campaign in '94, Capt. Paschal Hickman 
had served as a spy or scout. Dressed and 
painled in regular Indian style, he scoured 
the woods in search of information essential 
to the commanding General in his plans of 
offense and defense. While riding through 
the forest, one day, engaged in his danger- 
ous work, he discovered some distance in 
his front a solitary Indian, riding in the 
same direction. Hickman resolved on his 
capture. Urging on his horse at a slightly 
increased pace, he managed to overtake the 
Indian in a mile or two. The latter, having 
noticed what he supposed (o be a comrade 
in his rear, from his paint and an ire, leis- 
urely jogged along, without faking alarm. 
Riding up beside the sa\age, Hickman sud- 
denly claspeil him in his arms and by main 
strength made him a captive. The prisoner 
was taken to Wayne's headquarters, who, 
anxious lor peace, sent him to his tribe with 
propositions ol that nature. The Indian 
took care not to return, It was now eigh- 
teen years alter that event, and Hickman, 
grown from a moderate sized man of loU 
pounds to a corpulency of 2«U, and otherwise 
changed, was marching along at the head 
ot his company, when lie noticed an Indian 
sitting on the stump of a laltofl tree. Going 
up to him, anil slapping him familiarly > n 
the back, Hickman extended his hand, 
which was eagerly seized by the savage wjlh 
a ' How de do? How de do?' — lading 
Irom his lips. "Do you know me ? ' said 
Hickman. ' Yes — " responded the savage, 
and indeed it was the very same Indian that 
Hickman had captured while a spy under 
Wayne in '94 Hickman himself had prob- 
ably recognized his lormer prisoner by his 
having a double lip, a phenomenon unusual 
among his race. 

Fro-n Pickaway, the command marched 
to Fort Wayne. The night before reaching 
this post, breastworks were erected by the 
troops for the first time, owing lo the prox- 
imity of the savage enemy. The hitler 
hovered in the vicinity during the night, 
causing continued tiring by ihe outposls. bin 
mured no atiuck in lorce. The horee of 
one Indian was captured, but the rider es- 
caped. In the middle ol flic ensuing after- 
noon, Fort Wayne was reached, and the 
arrison of about seventy five soldiers, who 
had heen harrassed and closely besieged bj 
a superior force lorr-ix weeks, were overjoyed 
at beholding the Providential relief. The 
commander had desired to surrender hie 
arrison, but bis subordinate ollicers demurr- 
I, and being sustained by the troops, be 
was put under arret-t. The first intelligence 
the besieged bad received of succor, was the 
crossing ot the Maumee river, a short dis- 
tance below the Foit, by the Indians, during 
the day, a sure sign that they had raised 
the siege. At Fort Wayne, a wooden cannon 
was discovered, in an old house in a bottom, 
lhat had heen constructed out of an oak free. 
The cannon was bound with iron and had 
been lired until it burst lengthwise. This 
lueer and Iragile implement of warfare was 
the mechanical work ot a company of Brit- 
ish troops uniting in the siege, and had been 
used to frighten the garr^on into capitula- 
tion. 

The (orccs were divided at Fort Wayne, 
pari going to some Indian towns on the 
Wabash and part to Indian (owns on the 
Saint Joseph. Col. Kennick went with the 
lormer. This detachment reached the towns 
lo find them deserted, though fires were 
burning under the kettles and there were 
other evidences of recent occupation. The 
troops burned the bouses and cut down the 
fields ol corn, which was in the roasiing ear 
season They then returned to Fort Wayne 
and were re united to the other detachment 
The forces next marched down the Mau- 
mee, with scouts thrown in front (o prevent 
urprise. It was (he season for wild plums, 
and while several of ihe scorns were picking 
ip some that had been scaltered in the 
woods, they were fired on by Indians, killed 
and scalped. Those killed were Cligget, 
Hintoo, Staff, Bevins, and one other. On 
reaching ihe junction of the Maumee and 
Auglaize, the lorces we'it into camp. Fort 
Winchester was erected here, where Fort 
Defiance iiad formerly stood, of which but a 
stick remained. Again resuming the march, 
the troops went six miles lower down, and, 
as they supposed, went into winter quarters. 
Remaining in camp from Sep(ember (ill 
January, the command was then ordered to 
the foot of the Rapids. To make this 
arch, the wagons and teams having heen 
sent back lo the setllement, it was necessary 
to construct slides to transport tlie baggage, 
with the men acting as horses, anil the snow 
two feet deep an I over. The entire subsis- 
tence of the troops during this lime was 
fresh pork alone, without bread or vegeta- 
bles, the hogs themselves having to root for 
B living. 

The troops being on half rations, various 
expedients were resorted to to fill (he aching 
void of an empty stomach. Louis B. Fen- 
wick, in Col Rennick's mess, was an adept 
in the art of discovery, as were several 
others in another mess that joined his. He 
had discovered that nearly every day a hog 
or two was left in camp, unable to navigate. 
One morning, by agreement among the hum 
gry, it wa* pretended that one ot the sleds 
of these two messes was onto! order, and 
accordingly the baggage on it, excepting the 
tent, was transferred to ihe other. As the 
rest of the command inarched out of camp, 
several men were busily hammering away 
with their tomahawks on the apparently 
injured sled. When the troops had gone but 
a little ways, the report ol a gun was heard 
in the rear, and shortly after the delinquent 
sled was observed in tow ol its possessors, 
coming rapidly over the snow, while under 
the tent on its frame lay a freshly skinned 
and cleaned hog. The two messes fared 
sumptuously that night. 

The next point of importance attained on 
the march was tiic scene of Wavne's Bat- 
lie ol Ihe Fallen Timbers, fought in '94. 
Here the troops obtained a supply of flour. 
Corn also was procured in abundance from 
fields below the encampment, pulling the 
I volunteer* in tine spirits and giving them lull 
Stomachs once more. A detachment of the 



command was sent from here to the River 
Raisin, where occurred the disastrous and 
bloody defeat of that name. Very lew of 
the detachment returned to tell the learlul 
tale, nearly all being either killed or cap 
lured. Two men only of Col. Rennick's 
company, half of which went on the 
campaign, returned Ke-enforcements joined 
the army at Fallen Timbers Irom Virginia 
and Ohio. Resuming the mav-ch, the troops 
moved three miles further down the Mau- 
mee, and erected Fort Mei«s on the east 
bank. On the Kith day of February, 1813. 
their term of enlistment having expired, the 
troops marched to Urbana, Ohio, disbanded 
and relumed home. 

On returning to Frankfort, Col. Rennick 
again resumed his position in the clerk's 
office of the General and County Courts. — 
He was elected clerk of the County Court ia 
November, 1824, and of the General 
Court in December, 1821. He held ibis posi- 
tion until 184!), when the General Court was 
abolished. He continued lo exercise the du- 
ties ol county clerk by (he suffrages ol the 
people until September, 1870, when he was 
succeeded by Jas. G. Crockett. He was 
thus in the office for sixty-one years, during 
forty six ol which he was principal clerk. 
There is but one county clerk his senior in 
the State, lo-wit : Jesse Combs, of Perry 
county. During Col. Rennick's term, his 
duties were well discharged, as evidenced by 
concurrent testimony and by tradition. 

In ihe late civil war, he was throughout 
in sympathy with ihe Unionists, as they 
struggled successlully for the integrity of the 
country. 

That Col. Rennick may live in health, 
with clear memory and sound power of loco- 
motion until at leusl the century is expired, 
thus beholding the light ol three centuries, 
is the good wish and hope ol his fellow-citi- 
zens.

It m ikes little il illerence to that 
bit/ 'now warmly its aetion in ty be dissented 
from, or h >« much thej miy be abused by any 
0 ni f.>r what they hive thought best to do. 
Their p isition is a th ankles* one at best, and in 
acting". ipon any question which may be brougl | 
before lliem, wheie popular opinion or feeling 
is divided, they naturally expect to incur 
adverse criticism, and are always prepared to 
bear it Willi patience, trusting solely to the 
chiracter they sustain and the purity of their 
motives for their ultimate vindication. Ttere 
are o easio s w ho i thi; or leal is sow* in I 
iho case in question is one of them ; bit as we 
have never deemed it heretofore incumbent 
upon us or necessary to inter into anything 
like a defense of the Committee further than 
t) state the grounds of its action, so now, we 
d j not propose to do more than to point Out 
the error committed by soma of our friends 
an i to s'a'c the case as it now stands. 

Whatever strictures, may have been made 
upon the Committee we do not piopose to 
controvert, though in some quarters there 
have b'en sum; vjry fjolish,as well as very 
unjust comments. As a member of that 
C immittee, we assume our full shame of 
this abuse ; for it milters not wiuilur in- 
dividually we concurred with a majority as to 
the propriety of the course adopted, we abide 
by it and sustain it, auJ shall be governed by 
it as long as it stands as the order of tho Com. 
mi tee. Editorially we have as much rLht 
to .ndependence of action as any other editor 
in the party; yet, what would bethought 0| 
us i f , in the face of the decision of the only 
recognized power in the party competent to 
deal with the question, we should ignore its 
action, and place npon the State ticket the 
name of any ono for any ollije not officially 
declared the nominee. The course of these 
papers, in some instances deliberately taken, 
and in others adopted, we believe, without ' 
duo reflection, strikes at the very vitality of] 
party organisation, and is dangerous and 
revolutionary. 

Let us look at the facts in the case, now 
that sufficient time has elapsed to enable us 
to view them as a whole. The Slate Demo 
cratic Convention adjourned on the 4th oj 
May, announcing as one of its nominees Col. I 
James A. Dawson for Register of the Land ! 
Office. he taking of the ballot was among j 
the last acts of the body, amidst much ' 
excitement and confusion ; and it was claimed 
early alter the adjournment that there was i 
an error in the addition of the votes, which, 
if corrected, would have given the nomination 
10 Major Grant instead of to Col. Dawson. 
The Secretary, Col. M. T. Chrisman, return, j 
jng to his home in Danville on the oth, and 
taking the official records of the Conventicn 
with him, mailed ihem on the Dili to the 
editor of this paper for publication They 
reached us on the 10th, and appeared in the 
Yeoman of the 11th. We had lookel to the 
publication of the final ballot for Register to 
put an end to the discussion of the alleged 
eiror ; but upon examination of the proceed- 
ings, we discovered that Col. Chrisman had not 
sent it, merely giving the summary as an- 
nounced by the Chairman of the Convention ■ 
Regarding it as important that it should be 
published, we at once wrote to Col, Chrisman 
requesting him to forward it to us lor publi- 
cation as a supplementary report, "'hat gen- 
tleman, however, prior to the receipt of our 
letter, observing the discussion raised in ref- 
erence to the ballot, sent it to us by mail as 
Secretary of the Central Committee, and 
requestei us to lay it before that body for 
such action as it might deem proper in the 
premises — without intimating or suggesting 
that he had made any mistake in the addition 
of the ballot. This will account for the fact 
thai, although in our possession some time, it 
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was not published by us because we held it asa 
paper exclusively within the control of tl.c 
Central Committee, whose consent wss 
necessary for its publication. 

Being liefore the Committee, a newquestion' 
involving very grave doubt as to the line of 
duty to be followed, was presented. Two 
views were advanced. One was, that it 
was the duty of the Committee to examine 
the ballot, and, tf there proved to be a mere 
clerical error in addition, to make the 
correct summary, and announce whichever 
of tiie two contestants had the majority as 
the nomineo of the party. On the other 
hand, it was contended that the Central 
Committee hid no power to review 
the action of the Convention, and to 
reopen the ballot (or corrections. It was 
contended that the Convention, having offi 
cially pioclaimed Col. Dawson the nominee , 
the Committee could not depose him from the 
ticket. As lar as the correction and official 
publication of the ballot was concerned, it was 
claimed that if the light was assumed to cor- 
rect one class of errors it would open the door 
to controversy and involve a tedious examin- 
ation of other errors, such as the alleged 
improper or unauthorized casting of the votes 
of various counties. This laller view met 
the approval of a majority of the Committee, 
and became its offidal declaration. Afler 
mature discussion it was decided not to enter 
into an examination of the ballot for the cor- 
rection of alleged errors of any kind, but to 
return it to the Secretary. So far as the 
action of the Committee thus fai is concerned 
we believe it has been generally concurred in ; 
even the Courier- Journal having taken a 
position identical with the majority of the 
Committee, as to their want of power to 
open the ballot or declare a vacancy. But 
now another question arose — Col. Dawson, 
who, from the beginning, had shown the most 
commendable spirit to relieve the Committee 
and the party ol all embarrassment, having 
promptly resigned as a member of the Com- 
mittee, and requested that body to take such 
action as the harmony ol ihe party required, 
as soon as he found that his longer con- 
tinuance as the nominee of the Convention 
raised a complication, .sent in his resig- 
nation. This fact did not make Major 
Grant the nominee. It simply created 
a vacancy. This it became incumbent upon 
the Committee to till directly, by declaring a 
nominee or providing for the selection of one 
in such way as they might deem best. The 
vacancy conceded and the p>wer to (ill being ': 
gianted, they could appoint any one they 
might deem best for the interests ol the parly. 
They could have appointed either of the con- 
testants, or they could have taken a new man. 
lint they did not make an appointment. 
They remem'ieieit that on a former occasion 
in the history of the party, twenty years or 
more ago, when the Central Committee filled 
a vacancy under circumstances when there 
was no such feeling as had been engendered i 
by this complication, there grew up a hitler 
ness which resulted in the dj'eat of the can- 
didate put forth, and led to a division in the 
party which it look years to heal, and which 
in fact only disappeared with the death of the 
principal actors. They had no disposition to 
see this repeated, and therefore adopted the 
plan put forth, which merely culled .for an 
expiession on the part of the various Counties 
in favor of iho candidate of their choice. This 
action they had a light to take ; and however 
much others might differ in opinion as to its 
propriety, there was no warrant (or a lepu- 
diaiion of the decision of the Committee and 
the insertion of the name of any one in the 
regular ticket of the party. Dis>*nt in am 
other form wis perfectly admissible. In this 
it was no more defensible than if there should 
occur a vacancy for Governor or any ollnr 
position each editor should insert the name 
of a candidate of his own choice. 

Subsequent to the action of the Committee 
prescribing the mode of filling the vacancy (or 
Register, C>1. Chrisman published the final 
billot, and Col. Dawson, fol'owing up the 
spirit which dictated his former course of 
self abnegation, withdrew entirely from the 
contest, and expressed Ihe hope that ihe po- 
sition should be conceded to Major Grant 
lint his withdrawal lands no additional foice 
to the position of those who have gone aside 
from ihe regular course of pally administra- 
tion and assumed to complete the ticket by 
their own inlividuil nomination; and if (he 
Committee are to be condemned lor the exer 
cise ol authority which none will gainsay- 
how can others, in whom no authority is 
vested, I* justified in setting up ihcir own 
will against the judgment of the Committee, 
repudiating its action and assuming to till a 
vacancy by their own nomination t It may 
be said that the Committee should, under ihe 
new developments vthich have transpired 
since their programme was announced , recall 
it and nominate Major Granl ; but of the 
propriety of such action they are the sole 
judges; and it is altogether questionable 
whether a rescission would not givo such a 
show of vacillation as would operate worse 
than the adherence to the plan proposed- 
At all events, their (adore to accede to the 
demand of those who would dictate their 
views on the subject gives no warrant fir 
this show of disrespect to the Committee and 
disregard of the rules wisely prescribed for 
party organization. Conc.de the fact that 
the people at large regard Major Granl as 
entitled to the nomination, the plan adopted 
by ihe C munittee for an official announce- 
ment of his name only involves the delay Of 
a few weeks, which it would be infinitely 
better to await than, by anticipating, to throw 
discredit upon the official action ol the Com- 
mittee. 

In view, therefore, of the facts and of the 
principle of party organization involved, w hile 
favoring warmly that the vacancy shall, at the 
proper time and in the proper way, be filled 
with the name of Major Grant, we ask those 
papers which have hoisted his name, without 
intending to reflect upon the Committee, to 
abide its action in good faith and to await 
until he shall be officially declared the nomi- 
nee before placing il upon the ticket, without 
other warrant lhan their own preference. From 
those which have done it purposely, in defi- 
ance of the authority of the Committee and 
as an appeal to popular feeling from their ac- 
tion, we have nothing to ask. They are 



simply disorpanizers ; and though the present 
occasion involves no serious consequences, ti e 
spirit manifested by them will only need op- 
portunity to develop greater mischief.

WHAT THE FORCE BILL MEANS 

Very rarely do we find so much truth, and 
truth of the most supreme import, too, so 
tersely and forcibly stated as it is in this ex 
tract which we lake from an editorial article 
in the St. Louis Republican. To the whole 
of it we invite the thoughtful attention of 
every reader ; for it concsms the country in a 
matter which must be looked to now, or it 
will be too late : 

As Republicanism prows weak, it grows 
desperate. As it loses the confidence and sup- 
port o! the people, it begins to look lo strange 
Sources for support. Its majority of seventy 
in the Lower House of the last Congress has 
dwindled to thirty, in the present House, and 
its majority in the Senate is stenaily diminish- 
ing too. It has been forced lo contemplate 
the possibility of a result of Ihe elections in 
1872, that will erase its House majority en- 
tirely, and even substitute a Democrat for the 
present occupant of the White House. Such a 
possible result is something which the domi- 
nant parly — we do not say will not submit lo, 
but — regards with extreme repugnance, and 
this is the real explanation of Ihe extra session 
of Congress ; of its strange prolongation into 
a season of the year when the Federal Capital | 
is generally deserted ; and of the extraordinary 
legislation which it was engaged ou. This is 
the secret of its resoive to coufer unbounded 
power on an Kxecutive whom it regards with 
unbounded distrust — to reward a President who 
has half subdued it, by arming him with weap- 
ons to subdue it entirely. 

The pre-eminent fact of our politics at this 
hour is that the governing party has resolved 
to abdicate its powers and yield them Into the 
hands 0/ President Grant. It matters little that 
the abdication is declared lo be only till Ihe 
beginning, or till the close of the next session 
of Congress; the fact remains that the govern- 
ing party proposes, in the '-Ku Klux bill," to 
make the President discretionary dictator. The 
pretended object of this extraordinary step is 
to enable him to suppress certain bands of 
marauders in the South ; butlhis is notoriously 
a pretence. The real truth is, that the govern- 
ing parly is in danger of hi iog overthrown, 
and, much against its will, ami as the resort of 
despair, it calls upon the President to save it. It 
does not appeal to the people, on the basis of 
generous, popular ideas; it dues not boldly and 
confidingly submit its policy to the arbitrament 
of a free popular expression. It has learned 
to fear and distrust the people, anil, therefore, 
instead of surrendering the high authority 
which the people intrusted to it, it resolves to 
yield it up to an Executive who has just in- 
curred a stCrn rebuke lor unauthorized assump- 
tions of power. 

The dominant party cannot save itself; it 
dare not call ou the people tosive; it, there- 
lore, appeal! to the President, It e.rins him 
with powers which belong only to Congress; it 
inns him with other powers, which of right 
belong only to the Stales; it nrms him with 
still other powers, that belong only lo the 
Judiciary ; and it anus him with additional 
powers, that belong, of right, only to the peo- 
ple. It despoils the Legislature, the Judiciary, 
ihe States and the people, and lays the plun- 
dered fruits at the feel of a single man, that he 
may save himself and il from defeat in 1872 
The unconstitutional Ku Klux bill is the 
answer of a Republican Congress to the New 
Hampshire election ; and Hie object of it was 
not to suppress marauders at Ihe South, hut to 
prevent the recurrence of the New Hampshire 
result in 1872.

STEAM ON ITS LAST LEGS. 

Three great inventions or discoveries now 
threaten the security of the reign of King 
Steam, crowned vears ago by Walts, emperor 
of Europe, and by Fulton, supreme master of 
American wilds. The monarch was worthy 
of magnificent realms that he enriched, popu- 
lated and aggrandized. He built cities and 
palaces and made men move and think as 
never before; but his dominion is threatened 
with violent overthrow. There are three 
aspirants for ihe crown, and each asserts his 
royal blood ; and if might— "power '—give 
right the claims of each are surely unques- 
tionable. Steel constitutes the marrow and 
sinews of iron, and Mr. Cayce, of Tennessee, 
now exhibits a car propelled by a series of steel 
springs, whose force is so applied lhat it is 
made constantly cumulative. His Iriends say 
lhat carriages on street and other railways and 
on common roads, and steamships, will be as 
successfully propelled by steel springs as the 
little model street car that so excites the 
multitude at Nashville. A .New Vork inventor 
drives heavy machinery by electrical forces. 
The machine used is beneath a glass case, 
which the visitor looks upon, but is not suffered 
to touch or comprehend. In Ibis instance 
there mav be delusions practiced, but no one 
questions" the capacity ot lightning to achieve 
any task. We see its vivid Hash in the heavens, 
and at the same instant behold the terrific work 
its shafts have done at our very feet. It is of 
the essence of force, of velocity, and of resist- 
less. God given power. The ancients thought 
it of the essence of Omripotence. In conveys 
messages through space almost infinite, and 
may as well convey men or merchandise or 
munitions of war. In New Orleans another 
motive power, as applied upon street railways, 
excites the wonder and delight of newspapers. 
Ammonia is substituted for steam, aud sireet 
cars with the rudest mechanical appliances are 
propelled along Canal sireet with any required 
speed. It is in fact a great pity to tlie just 
now. The world progresses so rapidiy, such 
wonderful changes are wrought, so rapid is the 
progress of invention, art and scientific dis- 
coverv, so progressive the development of t.ie 
country's wealth and greatness, so wonderful 
the changes nn hour brings forth, that not only 
those who anticipate annihilation as the con- 
sequence of death, but those who would dwell 
in elysian fields of preternatural bliss, may 
well have a "hankering" for Ihe glories ol 
Time, eren when wooed by the splendors ol 
Eternity. — Memphis Appeal. 

Churning Sour M.Ik. 

It is not necessary for m.lk to become "sour 
or thick ' before chin mug. to make good butter. 
There is difference of opinion among butter- 
makers in regard to the proper condition ol 
milk best suited lor churniiiL'. Some contend 
that milk but slightly acid makes the best but- 
ter, others that the milk should be allowed to 
thicken. tiood butter is made by either plan, 
if the milk be good and all the conditions for 
keeping it be properly attended to. We know 
certain noted butter-makers who insist that 
the bestcondition of the milk lor churning — to 
get a superior quality of butter — is when ihe 
milk becomes thick and moist on the top of the 
cream. Where this plan is adopted, howcvei, 
Krent care should b» taken not to Hi the milk 
stand too long befure churning, as in that Case 
in hoi weather it becomes too sour and the but- 
ter will be sour also, aud in cold leather it be- 
comes bitter. 

As skillful butter-makers make good butter 
by churning milk when slightly acid, and also 
when it is thick or loppered, we are hardly 
prepared to decide as to the better system ol 
the tm». We hold, however, that the best 
system of bulter-making is to set the milk where 
it may be kept at an even temperature of about 
C0° for the cream to rise, and which should be- 
taken off before Ihe milk sours. The cream 
then may be allowed to become slightly acid 
before churning. This is the plan usually 
adopted by noted butler-makers of this country 
and Europe who make an extra fancy article 
and obtain for it extreme prices. 

The square boxchurn, revolting on axles, is 
a good churn where power is used, and some 
think it quite equal aud even superior to the 
dash churn. The dash churn is more exten- 
sively used, and ils efficiency in producing a 
fine quality of butler has never been questioned 
by our best butter-makers. 

In butter-making it is essential to have good, 
clean milk, to keep it in a pure atmosphere, 
or at least out of the reach of lou 1 odors — hold- 
ing il at even temperatures and getting up the 
cream quietly. When milk is set in rcssels 
surrounded wi'h cold spring water the tem- 
perature il more easily controlled, and by get- 
ting up the cream on this (dan and churning 
it, instead of the milk, there is less liability of 
making mishaps and of getting a poor article. 
We do not 6ay but lhat good butler may be 
made by other processes, but they require 
more skill r.ud watchfulness on the part of 
butter-makers ar.d result in less uuifonuity of 
product than the plan named.
